The Marquis de Faverges, 
Captain of the Sixty-fourth Chasseurs, sent 
in a resignation written in the third per- 
son, saying the Marquis de Faverges did 
not wish to be exposed to receive orders 
from a Minister, Chief of State, or govern- 


ment which did not know how nor wish } 


to make the army respected, as was proved 
by its pardoning of condemned criminals 
who had been so declared by two courts- 
martial. Minister de Gallifet’s new de- 
cree, which has already been cabled, and 
signed by the President at the last Cabinet 
meetibg, has proved a hard blow to the re- 
actionary plans of the old Generals, who 
have tried to match intrigue against au- 
thority, and defeated the plans of the old 
general staff, made in complicity with De 
Freycinet. The army had arranged for the 
appointment of superior officers to be made 
by a committee composed of officers, who 
submitted the candidates’ names to the Cab- 
inet council, and the signature of the Pres- 
ident would virtually give the army the 
control of the appointment of its chief of- 
ficers. 

De Gallifet’s decree giving the Minister 
of War the sole right to propose the ap- 
pointments gives the government, of which 
the Minister of War is a member, the power 
of naming all superior officers, but it renders 
De Gallifet highly unpopular in army cir- 
cles, though it has struck the death blow 
to the intriguing maneuvers of the general 
staff. 


Tells of Letter from Von buied.

Berlin, ‘Oct. "L —The most interesting ad- 
dress before the Geographical Congress on. 
Saturday was the one by Professor William 
Davis of Harvard University on The Geo; 
graphical Cycle.” His work on physical ge- 
ography is recognized as a standard author- 
ity. Professor Davis talked offhand, and 
judging by the close attention of the audi- 
ence one would have thought him to be 
speaking in his lecture-room at Cambridge. 
He elaborated the theory of geographical 
changes under the, influence of disintegrat- 
ing forces clearly and convincingly. 

The geographical cycle Professor Davis 
defined as the sum of ithe changes in the 
physiognomy of the country from the mo- 
ment of the geological upheaval until weath- 
er‘and time has leveled mountain and hill 
until nothing remains but a featureless 
plain. In his description of river action he 
discussed the changes. the rate of flow 


and the readjustments of watersheds. His. 
characterization ay pung—that is, a re- 
cently uplifted—mountainous country, @ ma- 
turely bisected upland,: and an aging coun- 
try, in which changes proceed with imper- 
ceptible slowness, and his proposals for a 
scientific geographical ‘homenclature, were 
received with hearty praise. 


Professor Davis an Authority. 
De Lapparent, a member of the Institute 


of Paris, discussing the origin of the hill 


country in France, expressly quoted the 
authority of Professor ‘Davis for his theory 
that they were produced by neither sub- 
aerial nor submarine erosion. 

Professor Albrecht Penck discussed the 
origin of the Swiss lakes, where the valleys: 
are deeper than erosion by water would 
explain and showed that such valleys oc- 
curred only in the track of ancient glaciers 
and gave it as his theory’ that they were 
plowed by the grinding action of such masses 
of ice as are found now in Greenland. 

Dr. Nansen correbetanne this theory. 


Siberian Physical Geography, 

A valuable contribution to the knowledge 
of the earth’s surface was contaimed in a 
paper read by Engineer Obrutschew of st. 
Petersburg on “‘ The Physical Geography of 
Siberia East of Lake Baikal.” Until re- 
cently, he said, this subject had not been 


treated gystematically, but the surveys for 


the Siberian railway afforded an opportunity 
for.calm and accurate knowledge. The

Swing of Inland Bees. | 

Professor Forel rejoiced the mathemat- 
ical part of the congress by giving the re-_ 
sults of his study of the peculiar rising and | 
falling .of the surface of inland seas, ob- 
served particularly in Lake Michigan, Lake 
Geneva and all the principal Swiss. lakes. 
He déscribed the motion ag a pendular or 
swinging one, one end of the lake rising 
while the other falls. He showed how this 
motion was controlled directly by the theese 
and depth of the lake. | 


Discusses Form of the Earth. 

Professor Helmert of Potsdam discussed 
a complicated subject, showing the recent 
progress in the knowledge of the earth's 
mathematical form. He said the main 
question was what changes had been caused 
in the normal form of the earth in rotation 
by the unequal distribution jof the mass of 
the earth's crust, particularly by the un- 
equal weight of the continental land masses 
and sea. He said if the alterations were 
proportioned to the -external size of the 
Himalayan Mountains the calculations of 
the flattening of the earth at the poles on 
the basis of Indian measurements are value-_ 
less. He raised the question whether the 
interior faults beneath the Himalayan 
Mountains compensated for the excessive 
weight of the upper crust, and in conclud- 
ing he said the variations of the plummet 
observed in Europe indicated that the form 


of the earth varies from an ellipsoid not. 
,exceeding 100 meters, more or less. 


Advocates System in’ Names. 

Professor Kruemmel of Kiel elaborated 
his proposals for a systematic international 
terminology for submarine geography, and 
demanded that the names of persons and 
ships be excluded, except for certain im-* 
portant points on the ocean floor where 
the deepest or shallowest soundings occur. 
Other inequalities, he said, should be named 
according to geographical location. The 
names should indicate morphological char- 
acteristics wherever possible. He proposed 


that the Geographical Congress appoint 


commission to publish a.revised bathymer- 
ical chart of the oceans, and to act on the 
question of terminology and nomenclature. 
Professor Robert Mill of London indorsed 
Professor Kruemmel’s propositions. 


Wants Censusofthe World. 

J. Scott Keltie, Secretary of the Royal 
Geographical society, advanced proposals 
for taking a census or making a more ac- 
curate estimate of the population of the 
whole world. He declared that it was dis- 
creditable to the nineteenth century that the 
estimates of the number of human beings 
differ from 100,000,000 ta 200,000,000, while 
the estimates of portions of Asia and Africa. 
were pure guess work. England and Russia 
have shown, he said, that a census {s possi- 
ble in such countries as India and Siberia. 
The other European governments should 
follow their example wherever orderly gOv- 


ernment prevails. He said that experjence. 


had shown that the natives were capable 


@r doing that class of work, and in other dis- 
‘tricts where a census was impossible, he 
said the houses at least could be counted and 
an estimate made from the pverage number 
occupying the same hut. ‘Natives unable to 
read or write could be to make 
this count. 

Again, he insisted that a careful distinc- 


tion should be made between mountains, | 


plains, swamps, marshes, prairies, plateaus, 


woodland, and desert, so that where it is, 
impossible to make an accurate estimate of 


population representative districts can be

successful. 

A third reason is that the Irish are forming 
companies and associations for the growing 
of farm produce, such as butter, eggs, and 
poultry, to supply the English markets. 
Similar movements have been started be- 
fore but have always failed for lack of capi- 


tal, which now the hitherto much-hated, 


landlords are furnishing. Once well organ- 

ized and with the Irish agricultural spirit 
thoroughly aroused, Ireland can alone al- 
most entirely supply the English market 
with produce, which*in the past has been 
imported from Beh and Rus- 
sia. | 


| Ireland a Summer Resort. 

A fourth reason Is that Englishmen in the! 
last year have been taking more interest in 
Ireland than ever before. Until recently 
Englishmen seldom visited Ireland, because 
the railway and hotel servic@ was poor, and 
it was taken for granted that there was 
nothing in Ireland worth going to see. In 
the last summer, however, Ireland has been 
visited by thousands of Englishmen, who 
seem to have just discovered it is an ideal 
place for a vacafion. The railway service is 
greatly improved and the hotels are much 
better. The reception of Englishmen was 
kindly in every direction; and the junket 
made by a committee of Parliament during 
the Easter vacation through Ireland has had 
an excellent effect. 

So, with Ireland actually becoming happy 
and contented and its subjects in all other 


parts of the world satisfied for the time be- 


ing with their lot, England is happily free to 
devote its entire energies to the Boers,

SCOTSMAN SAILORS WILL BE PROSE. 
CUTED FOR THIS CRIME, | 


‘Deminion Steamship Company Decides 


om This Course in Case of Those 
Found Guilty of Pillaging — of 
Twenty-three of Crew Arrested at 
Montreal All but One Are Released— 
Difficulty of Proving Robbery—More 
Passengers May Be Lost.

Montreal, Que., Oct. 1.—(Special.J— 
Charges of mutiny on the high seas, the pen- 
ality of which is long imprisonment, some- 
times death, will be preferred by the Domin- 
jon Steamship company against the sailors 
who may be found guilty of pillaging on 
the Scotsman. Manager nk. L Mack ariane 
of the Dominion company said today he be- 
lieved the marine law specifying mutinous 
conduct would be found to cover the case. 
‘Five members of the crew of the wrecked 
vessel were today booked on the charge of 
larceny, but tonight all but one were re- 
leased. ‘The one who is still held had in 


his possession jewelry and other valuables |

Twenty-three men were arrested alto- 
gether at 7 o clock this morning when the 
gteamer Monjort touched the wnarf. They 
were marched to the Salvation Army bar- 
racks, a block away, and each man was 
searched. No evidence of guilt was discov- 
ered on any of the number outside the five, 


‘and accordingly eighteen were treed and 


turned over to the Salvation Army authori- 
ties, who fed, clothed, and preached to them. 


May Be Arrested in England. 

The Dominion company has cabled to 
Bristol, Engiand, asking that the twenty- 
hve stokers who were taken aboard the out- 
bound Monterey be arrested as soon as they 
lana. According to the siories void by the 
seamen here the stokers are laden down with 
watches, chains, rings, money, and even 
clothing. 

The failure of an effort made yesterday 
at Wuebec on the arrival there of the steam- 
ship Grecian with thirty of the Scotsman’s 
crew aboard to ascertain the identity of 
others of the alleged looters is laid by Man- 
ager MacFarlane upon the Quebec police. 
He says a platoon of uniformed officers was 
drawn up in plain view on the wharf to await 
the coming of the Grecian, giving the men of 
he Scotsman ample warning of the prospect 
before them. The Grecian reached Montreal 
ahés afternoon and the accounts of ‘its 
officers are a substantiation of Manager 
MacFarlane's views. The mates of the boat 
say that as soon as the police were sighted 
the sailors rushed to the side of the vessel 
and. threw a quantity of articles overboard. 
Of the nature of the sacrifices there does not 
seem to be much doubt. Finding nothing 
about the men, the Quebec police could not 
hold them, and permitted them to land. 

On the theory that much of the stolen 
property might have been passed on by 
the Scotsman’s crew to that of the Grecian, 
the Montreal police boarded the vessel as 
s00n as it came alongside the wharf, and 
insisted upon overhauling the kits of the 
Sailors. Six were arrested owing to sus- 
picious actions and taken to the police sta- 
‘tion, but were later let go. A number of 
small articles, including a locket and aring, 
were found, but the assertion was made that 
they were picked up on deck during the panic 
in which the guilty ones in the Scotsman’s 
crew abandoned their ill-gotten spoils. 

William Bailes, who was relieved of the 
confiscated goods, had stuffed his stocking 
legs until he looked as if he were walking 
in sacks. He protested that he found every- 
thing on the rocks, where he supposed they 
had been discarded by their rightful owners.

ROGERS BACK AS POSTAL CLERK 


President of Local Association, Whose 
Discharge Was Attributed to Fight 
Against Uniforms, Reinstated. 


Frank T. Rogers, 336 Indiana street, who 
was discharged from the Chicago Postoffice 
in July, has secured his reinstatement by an 
appeal to the authorities at Washington and 
is now employed at Station G, Western and 
Milwaukee avenues.: The cause of his dis- 
eharge from the department was an alleged 
violation of rules in tthe solicitation of 
ae for the postal clerks’ holiday excur- 


Rogers was President of the local associa- 
tion of postal clerks and when a lake trip 
was planned in June he undertook to raise 
the necessary money. In the course of this 
task he sent a communication to a Chicago 
firm relative to thé expense of the day, and 
the head of the firm sent his letter to the 
Postoffice and inquired about its authenticity. 
The authorities held that Rogers’ connec-. 
tion with the solicitation of money among 
was against the rules of the 

On July 1 Mr. Rogers was assigned 
Station G, but was told that he might take 
his vacation before assuming the duties of 
his new position. In the’ third week of July 
he returned from an outing and was told 
at Station G that he should report to the 
main office. There he was informed of the 
charge against him, and a few days later 
the trial board reviewed his case and he was 
dismissed from the service. 

In the latter part of August, after several 
futile attempts to be reinstated, Rogers went 
to Washington and consulted with the of- 
ficials at the Postmaster General's office. 
He spent a month there and soon after his 
return, & week ago, was informed that his 
petition had been granted and the decision 
of the trial board overruled. 

Mr. Rogers, as President of the Postal 
Clerks’ association, led the fight last winter 
against the proposition to put in uniform all 
employés of the Chicago Postoffice. He and 
his fellow-clerks won in the controversy.

Both of them, in the words 
of Dewey, “ scratched gravel ”’ and had their 
reward.

Indian sued from the govern- 
Statistics. ment printing office, at 
Washington, a neat and 

compact little pamphlet containing the sta- 
tistics of the Indian tribes, agencies, and 
schools fn the United States. As it pre- 
sents the latest information on this sub- 
ject from an official source, some of its fig- 
ureg are of interest. The total number of 
Indians at the agencies is 243,597. There 
are 64 agencies, 132 agency day schools, 10 
independent day schools, 181 reservation 
boarding schools, 26 non-reservation 
schools, and 32 contract schools, and 340 
Indian pupils have been placed, by way of 
experiment, in public schools. The largest 
agency is the Union Agency, in the Indian 
Territory, with 77,018 population, divided as 
follows: Cherokees, 32,161; Chickasaws, 
8,730; Choctaws, 18,456; Creeks, 14,771, and 
Seminoles, 2,900, while the smallest is the 
Sac and Fox Agency, in lowa, with 388 popu- 
lation. The three strongest tribes in the 
United States are the Cherokees, 32,161; 
Sioux, 21,668, and Navajos, 20,500. The

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARIES, | 

“ Harvard College,” in the words of Pres- 
ident Eliot, “was founded by Congrega- 
tionalists six years after the landing of 
the Colony of Massachusetts Bay,” and 
the names “ Yale,” “ Williams,” “ Am- 
herst,” “ Dartmouth,” “ Bowdoin ” are like- 
wise reminders of the preéminent’extent to 
which that branch—limited in numbers—of 
the Christian Church has been a patron of 
learning in this country. 
It was therefore appropriate that the In- 
ternational Congregational Council, held in 
Boston during parts of last week and the 
week before, with its foreign representa- 
tion of more than 150 delegates, including 
some from distant Australia, should de- 
vote one full day to education. It was 
logical also that the feature of that day’s 
session, participated in by numerous col- 
lege Presidents, should be an address by 
President Hyde gf Bowdoin College, which 
on the one side was an almost savage attack 
on the theological seminaries of the denom- 
ination, and on the other was a summons 
to a new stride forward by Congregational- 
ism in the training of its ministry He was 
supported in his criticism by President Slo- 
cum of Colorado Colleg¢, as well as by a 
marked respdnse on the part of the audi- 
ence, while he was rather severely taken to 
task by President Fairbairn of Mansfield 
College (a theological seminary) of Oxford 
and Professor Moore of Andover. | 
That President Hyde's indictment, how- 
ever, was just, and has long been called for, 
is the opinion of many earnest Christian 
men. He is himself a man who resents 
what may be called the impracticability of 
the church today. He has for years been 
conspicuous in bringing to light the waste 
and contentiousness incident to the methods 
of rival home missionary societies and in 
promoting friendly and coiperative instead 
of competitive relations between them. He 
has likewise gauged the caliber, temper, and 
equipment of “‘theologues” as they have 
entered the ministry, and he has been an- 
alyzing the character and value of the three 
or four years’ training which they receive 
in the seminaries. ae 
His, conclusion is not only that this train- 
ing is bookish instead of vital, and that it 
lacks intellectual *vigor, but that it fore- 
closes rather than provokes independent 
thought, and that it thus renders the as- 
sumed leader of thought an unconsciously 
deceptive leader, because he has never 
learned to explore and judge for himself. 
“Men trained to indolent submission to 
professional dictation in the seminary,” he 
says, “in after life can scarcely keep from. 
lying if they try.” | | 
That theological seminaries are organized 


of active research and fearless ethical dis- 
crimination, but rather of “ preparing thenr 
for the ministry " by a stereotyped course of 
lectures, with a minimum of Opportunity 
and almost no direct encouragement for 
genuine discussion in class with each other.

The child-saving conference held in the 


Masonic Temple on Friday evening first re- 


ceived an interesting printed report de 
scribing thé child-saving imstitutions of 
Cook County, and then listened to a dis- 


cussion of the work of the Juvenile Court. 


There are four societies in Cook County 
which act as agencies for piacing depend 
ent children in homes and institutions. 


‘There are also four industrial schools 


which receive children gratuitously or on 


agreed terms from parents or guardians, 


or on judicial commitment, an allowance 
being made in the latter case by the county 
for their maintenance. Then there are 
twenty-two asylums and homes of various 
sorts which care for dependent children. 
These societies and institutions own prop- 
erty valued at about $1,000,000, expend 
about one-fourth of that sum annually, and 
have something less than 3,500 children 
Within their walls. The smallness of this: 
expenditure and of the number of children 
in institutions, as compared with similar 
figures for other cities, particularly New 
York, is due in part to the inadequacy of 
the provision made, but still more to the 
wise policy followed in Chicago of placing 
such children in private homes at the earii- 
est opportunity, instead of retaining them 
for years in institutions. 7 
| Of the two points specially emphasized 


Court the first was the need for having 
the John Worthy School—to which the 
court may commit delinquent children— 
properly administered. Judge Tuthill was 
indignant in his denunciation of political 
appointments in connection with this insti- 


portunity now afforded for well intentioned 
persons to yolunteer as probatwon officers, 
to whose oversight the court may assign 
delinquents in different districts of the 

The feature of the Juvenile Court law 
under which the court may in proper cases 
allow délinquents to remain in their homes 
or in families found for them, and there be 
responsible to a friendly probation officer, is 
undoubtedly its chief merit as it stands. 
Perhaps the court should be urged, how- 
ever, to realize that the function of a pro- 
bation officer is by no means an easy one; 
that its duties require a person not only 
of proper character, but also of peculiar 
discretion, and that the greatest patience 
and discrimination should be exercised in 
the appointment of such officers. Judge 
Hurd’s suggestion that a suitable building 
for the temporary detention of dependent 
and delinquent children should be erected 
from private subscriptions was well timed 
in view of the present lack of any proper 
place for such detention. Th‘s conference, 
which has now held two meetings and will 
soon hold a third, is well calculated to con- 
solidate and properly ‘fit into each other the 
various local efforts in behalf of needy and 
wayward children.

proposed western starting point of this 
south Asian threugh line is Alexandria or 
Port Said. From there it should run east- 
ward 2,400 miies through the Isthmus of 
Sinai, northern Arabia, and Baluchistan to 
Kurrachee. There a connection ‘will be 
made with the Indian railway system, which 
extends eastward to Mandalay. From there 
to Shanghai is 2,400 miles. 

The total length of the line will be 6,670 
miles, of which 2,000 are already construct- 
ed. The physical difficulties to be encoun- 
tered are not so great as those the builders 
of the Siberian line have to contend with. 
One advantage which Russia possesses is 
that the Siberian road runs through Rus- 
sian territory. The proposed English road 
will run through many jurisdictions. But 
the consent of the Egyptian government is 
a formality.. It is assumed that the Turk- 
ish government will give its consent to the 
cross‘ug of some narrow strips of territory 
on the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf which 
are under its jurisdiction. There will be 
no difficulty about obtaining a permit for the 
Chinese portion of the line. ore 

It is certain that the construction of this 
Alexandria-Shanghai road will strengthen 
the English position in the heartof China 
and in southern Asia. It will serve to shut 
out Russia from the Persian Gulf and the 


| Arabian Sea. It will also, in connection 


with the Siberian road, have an immense 
influence on Asiatic trade with Europe. 
The Suez Canal will lose much of its value, 
The pro 
new rivals. When the Siberian railway is 
opened all European passengers for China, 
Japan, and points east of Singapore will go 
over it instead of going via Suez. The mails 
will be sent by the northern route. If the 
proposed British line is built passenger 
travel via the Red Sea-and the Suez Canal 
will cease altogether. The more perishable 
and valuable products of eastern Asia—the 
teas and the silks--will be sent by land in- 
stead of water. The risks will not be so 
great and the saving in time often will 
be @ great inducement to ship by rail. The 
heavier and less valuable freight will con- 
tinue to go by water, but the revenues 
of the Suez Canal will be smaller than they 
afe now. |

NO REMEDY FOR WOUNDED FEELINGS. 
The Supreme Court of Michigan says 
that the law does not give a right of action 
for damages tb feelings merely. It “ does 
not prevent offenses against good taste. It 
does not discriminate between persons 
who are sensitive and those who are not,” 
and therefore leaves the sensitive to suffer. 
The court marvels at the impertinence 
which does not respect the feelings of 
others, but ig unable to do anything to 
check that impertinence. | 
These statements are made im deciding 
a suit, the plaintiff in which jis the widow of 
a man prominent in Michigan politics. 
After his death an enterprising cigar man- 
ufacturer statted to put on the market a 
cigar with a label having the name and 
the likeness of the deceased politician. His 
widow felt hurt at this and filed a bill to en- 
join the manufacturer. The Supreme Court 
has dismissed the bill. In doing so it more- 
lizes as followse’ | 

All men are fot possessed of the same delicacy 
of feeling or the same consideration for tihe feel- 
ings of others. “These things depend greatiy upon 
the disposition and education, Some men are 
gensitive, some brutal. The former will suffer 
keenty from ani act or word that will not affect 
the latter. Mainifestiy the law cannot make @ 
right of action) depend upon the intent of the 
alleged wrongdbder or upon the sensitiveness of 
another. | 

Undoubtedly this is a correct statement 
of the law asiit is. The Llinois law makes 
anything “tending to blaeken the memory 
of one who is dead” libelous, but even if 
the name and/ likeness of Frances Willard 
were ‘put on the label of a whisky bottle, 
while her relatives would be wounded by 
it, it could not be said that her memory 
was blackenell. There is nothing libelous 
in the use of the picture of this Michigan 
politician on a cigar label, but since it hurts 
the feelings of his widow it is in shocking 
bad taste. § 

So it’ follows that people must learn not 
to be sensitive. or that the law must be 
modified so ag to give widows and children 
rights over the names and features of hus-. 
bands and parents they do not possess now. 
There is no reason why a manufacturer 
should be at liberty to clap.on his goods 
for purely commercial purposes any name 
and face ‘he pleases, in defiance of the ex- 
postulations of near relatives. Of course, 
it would be absurd to eay that a great- 
grandson’s feelings would be hurt by the 
presence of his ancestor’s face on a pack- 
age of chewing gum or cigarets, but widows 
and children have feelings which should be 


respected. is outrage in Michigan is not 
a solitary ange, nor {is this the first 
court that has given a decision to the same 


effect. The need of a law on the subject 
in every State is imperative. 


HONOR DUE TO ADMIRAL SAMPSON. 

A few misguided persons in the great 
crowd which witnessed the Dewey 
parade on Saturday hissed Admiral Samp- 
son. They ate not representatives of any 
_considerable part of intelligent American 
public opinion. They were manifestly 
thrown off their balance by the inflamma- 
tory articles printed concerning the prom- 
inence given' Admiral Sampson in the 
parade, althongh he had only the place to 
which he was officially entitled.

Many have thought that the author- 
ities at Washington were disposed to exalt 
Sampson at the expense of Schley, but that 
is a bad example, to be shunned, not imi-

THE “MIXED FLOUR” LAW. — 
A Chicago chemist says he is able to de- 
tect the presence of one-tenth of 1 per cent 
of corn flour in wheat flour, while the in- 
spectors of the national government can- 
not detect an admixture of 5-per cent. If 
so, the government should dismiss ite in- 
spectors and hire this chemist, in case it de- 
sires to have a really effective inspection 
of “ mixed) flour ” and to detect and pun‘sh 
the persons who sell it in violation of law. 
The war revenue act of last year devotes 
considerabje space to the subject of “ mixed 
flour,” meaning thereby “ the food product 
made from wheat mixed or blended in whole 
or in part with any other grain or other ma- 
terial, or the manufactured product of any 
other grain or other materia] than wheat.” 
Persons who make, pack, or repack “ mixed 
flour” are required to pay a especial tax of 
$12 per amnum. The product has to pay 
a tax of one cent for every forty-nine 
pounds, and all packages have to be brand- 
ed and labeled, so that the purchaser may 
not he deceived, 
These provisions were enacted im the in- 
terest of the consumers, who, it was ab 
leged, were praying wheat prices for corn— 
| corn-fiour being the favorite blend—ané of 
the “lnnest millers” -who, it was claimed, 
were being’ driven out of business by dis 
honest competitors.

Difficulties between Boers and 
the Griqua natives were made a pretext 
for British interference, and Griquas and 
British fought side by side against the 
burghers in 1845. Great Britain then as- 
sumed control by appointing a resident 
Governor, whereupon more of the Boers 
went across the Vaal. About 3,000 re- 
mained, and these had constant quarrels 
with the British, who, determined to make 
the Boers submit to the yoke, annexed the 
territory and attempted to establish a reg- 
ular colonial government. The Boers re- 
volted under their leader,. Pretorius, and 
expelled the British magistrates. Another 
force of redcoats reconquered the Boers 
and maintained British rule until 1853, 
when, after another year of intermittent 
fighting, the British abandoned the region 
and allowed the Boers to form a govern- 
ment of their own under the name Orange 
River Free State. No gold has been found 
in the country, and so there is no uitlander 
question. But the Orange Free State Boers 
realize that if the Transvaal becomes Brit- 
ish they will be entirely surrounded by 
British territory and ‘their independencs 
will be of short duration. The region now 
has 237,000 inhabitants, of whom about one- 
third are whites.

can see no reason why she should not write 
two dozen or a hundred more stories of the 


same kind as ‘ Square Pegs,” so far as plot 


and subjects are concerned. 
The novel may be summarized as the lif 
story of a New England girl up to the time 


when all heroes and heroines naturally dis- 


appear in fiction—the time of marriage. As 
one girl's experiences differ somewhat from 
another's in minor details, it is easily seen 
that by taking dnother girl and describing 
her youth and education and marriage, and 
dhen another, and so on ad infinitum, there 
is no lack of subjects for even the most 
prolific writer of fiction—of this kind. There 
might, however, after a time be a lack of 
readers. “ But that is another story.” | 

This summary, however, like most con- 
densations, is not altogether just. Mra, 
Whitney is more than a prolific writer. She 
is graceful as well. The story of Estabel 
Charlock is admirably told. The only ques- 
tion likely to arise is whether it was original- 
ly worth the telling. Even as to this there 
is room for difference of opinion. It is not an 
easy thing to describe the comparatively 
eventless life of a young girl to the date of 
her marriage, but when this girl is reared 
in the vicinity of Boston ( Top Thorpe is 
clearly the top town of Massachusetts) this 
éifficulty is greatly increased. For those 
who may care to’know something of the 
school life and love affairs of a Boston bred 


girl in a somewhat parvenu family the story 


of Estabel Charlock will be of interest. 

But in the matter of style and graceful 
writing the reader will be amply repaid for 
a perusal of “ Square Pegs,’ even though he 
or she may wonder to the last page why 
such a title for the story was chosen.

Perhaps we have grown too critical, and de- 


mand stirring adventures and the glamour 
of great deeds and unique experiences. If 
s0, possibly Mrs. Whitney’s modest story 
may scrve to recall the fact that, after all, 
there are more Estabels in the world than 
great ladies and beautiful Princesses. 

Dr. J. Sanderson Christison of Chicago has 
written and privately published a scientific 
treatise on “ Brain in Relation to Mind.” 
The author was formerly connected as a 
physician with New York City Asylums for 


“the Insane, and has made a special study of 


“Crime and Criminals,”’ of which a new 
edition has recently appeared. The present 
little volume is addressed to physicians and 
laymen, for the reason that “‘ comparatively 
few physicians and fewer laymen have a 
satisfactory view of the relationship of 
brain to mind”—a statement that, prob- 
ably, will meet with but little dissent. 

As to the attitude of the author toward 
modern evolutionary science and the mate- 
rialistic doctrine of mind, Dr. Christison 
holds that mind is not a mere cell product; 
that brain matter is not the source of the 
ideational] process or in any way the basis 
of it, though he admits sensory impressions 
** doubtless in some way affect brain cells,” 
but these effects he regards as nothing more 
than functional exaltations or depressions. 
He even says that ‘“‘ something of a mind 
must exist before a brain can be formed ’’— 
a statement that is supposed to prepare the 
reader for the following verdict on evolution: 

The materialistic theory of mind is a natural 

child of the current evolution idea, the greatest 
delusion of the nineteenth century. It is a 
product of patchwork and suggestion, and it 
not only creates more mysteries than it can 
Bpeem to solve, but it is absolutely incompatible 
with law and order. We observe that laws of 
nature are immutable, or else chaos would re- 
sult, and thus whatever is potential in plan must 
be specifie in character— i. e.: unalterable in 
essential characteristics or affinity qualities. All 
entities are therefore immutable as laws, are 
not separable from them, but are identical with 
their properties. Nor can they lose their in- 
trinelc properties unless it is also a law that 
laws are not necessarily immutable, which is a 
reductio ad absurdum. 

To those who hold with Dr. Christison 
that evolution is a delusion his treatise will 


prove interesting. As to whether his prem-. 


ises are correct or not that is a matter for 
the scientists to decide. He has arrayed 
himself ‘against the fundamental! scientific 


 tdea of the century. Thé whole scientific 


world is against him. It will require more 
than this small treatise to prove that Christi- 
son is right and Darwin wrong. 


Briefs of Balzac. 


“The Personal Opinions of Honoré de 

| Balzac.”’ Compiled and translated by 
Katharine Prescott Wormeley. Boston: 
Hardy, Pratt & Co. 

Miss Wormeley shares with Professor 
Dowden the belief that Balzac’s life was 
concentrated in the creations of his imagi- 
nation. *“‘He Jived alone with his inspira- 
tion,” she says, “‘in a remarkable solitude 
of spirit as of body, and when he issued from 
his work into the world he seems for a time 
to have parted fromit. He did not apparent- 
iy communicate his inner thoughts to oth- 
ers except through the medium of the books 
he made in solitude.’’ And so the student of 
Balzac needs no “ side lights’ in order to 
comprehend this master. But the present 
compilation, by concentrating Balzac’s 


thoughts, does indirectly supply some side 
lights. 


The book opens with an address by M. 
Brunetiére delivered last May in th ater 
at Tours. “It is the property of great 
works,” says M. Brunetiére, ‘“‘to enrich 
themselves through time with new signitica- 
tiohs,” and the novel of Balzac has never 
Ceased to evolve or develop itself. He would 
avert from the great realist two reproaches, 
“the reproach of writing ill and the re- 
Proach of immorality,”’ and this he doesina 
most able manner. In the end he declares 
that with all his defects—and he will not 
deny these—“* Balzac remains the model apd 
the master.”’ 

The novelist himself was early impressed 

his own budding genius. When but 23 
he wrote to his sister: ‘I see that nature 

treated me favorably in giving me my 
heart and my head. Believe me, dear sis- 
ter—for I need a believer—I:do not despair 
of being something some day.”’ 

Part of the book is given up to the record 
of Balzac's political opinions as expressed in 

correspondence and miscellaneous writ- 
ing, and the remainder reveals his views

eago. The Baron is sorely troubled, for fear 
Mr, Foster may come to the betrothal cere- 
monies, and the latter, thinking to surprise 
his daughter, does arrive from Chicago an 
hour before the important rite is to be per- 
formed. 

A self-made man, caring nothing for an- 
cestors and title, in nowlse ashamed of 
his business as a pork packer, Mr. Fos- 
ter finds himself not only not in sym- 
pathy with the aristocratic Baron's 
ideas, but horrifies that man, who has en- 
deavored to conceal the nature of the Chi- 
cagoan’s business from the titled Berlinese 
circlesin which the family Wettingen moves, 
by informing him that he intends to estab- 
lish there in Berlin a pork packing estab- 
lishment on the' same lines as is the one 
he owns in Chicago.

The Welb & Wachsner company is com- 
petent, as the German stock company in- 
variably is—possessing no player of excep- 
tional powers, but a full List of thoroughly 
able ones. The result {sa performance well 

ed, adequate, and refreshing in its 
general completeness. Clearest among the 
impressions of good work enjoyed was the 
Foster of Ferd Welb. The part is one in- 
viting caricature, and ft speaks well for the 
actor’s taste and artistic discernment that 
while sacrificing naught of the laughter pro- 
voking possibilities of the réle he at no time 
exaggerated. The Thomas Foster he pre-

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CHURCHANDDIVOR 


BISHOP POTTER PUBLISHES A SIGNED 
«STATEMENT. 


Declares That the Theory That a Pro- 
hibition of Remarriage to Persons 
Who Voluntarily Leave the Married 
State Is Not the Only Remedy for the 

Evil and. That if Aecepted as the 
Final Solution Its Results Will Be 
Disappointing. 


New York, Oct. 1.--[Special.J]—Bishop 
Henry C. Potter of the Episcopal Diocese 
of New York, in a ‘signed article on the at- 
titude of the church toward divorce, says: 

“If we review the history of what we are 
wont to call the higher civilization we shall 
find that their progress and their perma- 
nence have largely turned upon the Christian 
sanctions, which, absent in Greece and 
Rome, doomed those earlier civilizations for 
want of them to decay and ruin. The fam- 
ily is indeed older than the Catholic Church, 
but it was the religion of Jesus Christ which 
took the family, consecrated its venerable 
relations, ennobled its original authority, 
and lifted its august sanctions into their 
divinest place. And today it must be that 
same supernatural institution that shall 
both interpret and define for us what in that 
and kindred fellowships we owe, first to God 
and then to one another. 

“The subject relates itself closely to an- 
other divine institution, to which of late 
the public attention has been drawn, and 
with which the church in this land has 
seriously concerned itself. I need hardly 
say that I refer to the institution of mar- 


riage. | 
“It has been held by men of ripe wisdom 


and judgment that the only course for the 
church to pursue was to refuse remarriage 
to persons divorced. Such a remedy for 
our present evils would ubtless be, as 
some of us may think, a drastic one, but the 
evil has grown to such proportions it may 
justly be answered that we can meet it 


_ with no other; and in one sense this is un- 
doubtedly true. |

“A wider view of the whole subject, how- 
ever, will disclose to us, I think, the fact 
that it is not the only remedy, and that 
if acceptéd as a final solution of the whole 
social problem, of which, after all, it is but 
a small part, we are destined to be dis- 
appointed as to its results. 

“For that wider view will reveal to us 
that the social relations of our time, in 
all their various ramifications, have been 
profoundly affected by causes which reside 
in the character of our free institutions 
and in that spirit of the age, in which the 
historian of the future will discern perhaps 
its! mightier force. I may best describe 


that spirit, as far as we are here concerned 


with it, as the spirit of individualism. 

“The great movement which issued here 
in the revolt of the American colonies, and 
their subsequent separation from the mother 
country, was only part of a larger whole, 
which profoundly affected not only the 
mother country, but France, Germany, and, 
later, Italy—which is at work today even in 
Russia, and which has wholly or partially 


dethroned some of the most widely ruling 
eideas of earlier ages. 


I may not trace its 
progress elsewhere, here; at any rate, it has 
issued in the almost complete abrogation of 
some earlier forms of authority, and not 
only that, but of some of the most venerable 
and sacred traditions of the community and 
the state. In this nothing has been more 
serious than those results which have af- 
fected the family, and especially the institu- 
tions and obligations of marriage. 


Vicious Legislation. 

“These last havé come to be so lightly 
regarded that now, at length, the least 
thoughtful among us are beginning to re- 
alize the vicious tendencies in some forty or 
fifty different commonwealths of our com- 
posite and contradictory legislation, and to 
recognize that the facility with which the 
marriage relation may be taken on and put 
off is a menace to the foundations of society 
and the jest of the civilized world. 

“It would be well that the church should 
meet such a situatien with a stern front and 
with legislation which, so far as she is con- 
cerned, will make divorce increasingly difti- 
But she must doa 
great deal more than that, and she must 
beware of the delusion that in doing only 
that she has done anything more than a 
small part of her duty, However we may 
safeguard the solemnization of holy matri- 
‘mony we must not less lift up and safeguard 
the approaches to it. No legislation, whether 
ecclesiastical or civil,which touches only the 
terms and conditions of the contract itself, 
will do a work which must needs be done 
before it is entered into. 

** We may reiterate with utmost solemnity 
* Those whom God hath joined together let 
It will be quite in 
vain unless we see to it that those reason- 
able precautions of forethought, inquiry, 
publicity, and of intelligent understanding 


of the obligations to be assumed are taken, | 


which, once obtained, have preceded it. 
These were wise provisions of our fathers’ 
times, but that spirit of individualism which, 
in the cause of authority of the church, 
would brook none of these things, has swept 


Duty of the Church. 


“The church's office should not be merely 


a 


to reéstablish and exalt the ancient sancti- 
ties of marriage, but first of all that most 


ancient institution in which it took its rise. 


The decay of the august sacredness of mar- 


riage in our day is not more alarming than 
the painful tokens which salute us of the 
aisintegration of the home. A clever paper 


which I saw not long ago in a foreign period- 


ical describes a home which has lost its 


surviving parent. 


“The executor of the estate, a lifelong 
frierid of the family, is pointing out to the 
family the resources available to them if 


they continue to live together, and each in 
turn gives the’ reasons which, tn the case 
of several individuals, make any such course 


impossible. They are frivolous reasons, su- 
premely selfish reasons, but they triumph 
to the complete breaking up of a home, and 
furnish one more illustration in the dis- 
integrating power, even when it touches so 
sacred and venerable a thing as indivndual- 
ism. We must needs recognize that vicious 
influence in the decay of parental authority, 
in the early impatience of it on the part of 
boys and girls, in the increasing reluctance 
to exercise it where its exercise involves

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 
[Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 
It is strange that no attention should have 

been drawn as yet in this country to the ex- 

tragrdinary discrimination exercised in the 
clubs of the old world against people hailing 
from the United States. My attention has 
been called thereto by the recent blackball- 

& of several well-known Americans by the 

eform, the Bachelors’, the St. James’, and 

other London clubs, the men thus’ pilled 
being in each case men of high standing in 
this country and connected with first-class 


clubs in their native cities. Marked as is 


this attitude on the part of the clubs in Lon- 
don, it is even still more so on the continent, 
and while foreign visitors of distinction are 
at once accorded all the privileges of the 
clubs here in the most hospitable manner, 
without even any inquiry being made as to 
whether they belong to the leading clubs on 
the other side of the Atlantic, it is seldom 
that Americans visiting Europe have the 
compliment returned to them, and are ac- 
corded even temporary membership of any 
of the leading continental clubs. 

Moreover, one may look in vain on the lists 
of the principal continental clubs for the 
name of any American citizen. The late 


Allan Thorndike Rice, proprietor of the 


North American: Review, and at the time of 
his death United States Envoy to Russia, is 
the only American that I know of who ever 
managed to secure admission to the French 


Jockey club, and although there are several 
other 


equally well-known and wealthy 
Americans who Have spent their entire exist- 
ence in France, and who, as proprietors of 
splendid racing $tables there, have become 
in every sense of the word pillars of the 
French turf,:yet in spite.of all their efforts 
the doors of the Jockey club have always 
remained closed to them. Indeed, to such an 
extent is this prejudice carried that several 
French noblemen who have married Ameri- 


lean wives have been blackballed at the 


Jockey on this account, a notable instance 
being Boni de Castellane, husband of Miss 
Anna Gould. It

An advance in the bank rate to 4 per 
cent was fully expected on Thursday. When: 
no change was made the position did not 
improve, but grew worse, for the bank’s 
statement was weak. The market had 


_frawn £1,500,000 from it by bills discount- 


ed and whole, and this, save £63,000, had 
disappeared either into active circulation, 
or worse still, in gold exported. And still 
gold flows away. More than £2,000,000 al- 
ready has gone to the Cape and the real

000. The bank itself refused to work be- 
low 3% to 4 per cent on Friday, and on Sat- 
urday did nothing under 4 per cent, charg- 
ing 5 per cent for loans.

| MONEY RATES HARDER, 


GENERAL STIFFENING TENDENCY AT 
ALL THE FINANCIAL CENTERS. 


Unsettled Conditions Which Have 
wailed at New York Have Had, It Is 
Believed, Something to Do with 
Toning Up the Situation—Little or 
No Reaction Expected for Several 
Months—Effect ot Geld 
from Europe. 


‘s Disturbed money conditions have been the 
Principal interesting feature of the week in 
a financial way. To a certain extent it has 
had more or less effect on general business 
in that the tendency has been 


quently smaller sums borrowed for busi- 
ness purposes. The money market has been 
manipulated and juggled to an almost un- 
precedented extent, rates on the New York 
exchange running up as high as 20 per cent. ” 


‘These rates were paid on large sums bor- 


rowed for stock-carrying purposes, and do 
not in any way represent the value of money 
used in what might be called legitimate chan- 
nels. With the stock-jobbing crowd de- 
manding and getting 20 per cent for call 
funds, there has been no especial scarcity 
of money to loan on high-grade commercial 
paper at rates running from 4 to 6 per cent. 
The flurry in money at the Eastern centers 
was entirely fictitious, and as unhealthful 
as conditions which ever arise. It had, for- 
tunately, no influence on the Western mar- 
ket, where loanable funds have been in fair- 
ly good supply, and rates steady around 5 
per cent. The. stock jobbers’ operations 


have had, however, a slightly hardening ef- 


fect on the general money market, and make 
bankers a little slower to accept any terms 
which migtit be offered, and in some in~ 
stances prevented the renewal of loans on 
terms which were originally made. The 


supply of money for legitimate business pur- 
poses, 


however, is ample for all require- 
ments, and a step just taken by local bank- 
ers in raising to the extent of % of 1 per 
cent the interest paid on country balances is 
calculated tq still further increase the sup- 


ply by building up deposits which will be | | 


worth more in this city than at the place of 
ownership. For the best part of a year the 
local bankers have hot considered them- 
selves justified in paying more than 1% per 
cent on these balances, and for this reason 
the country concern have not considefed 
it the part of wisdom to allow any particu- 
larly large sums to accumulate in the hands 
of his Chicago correspondent. Maney has 
Leen worth about as much atganterior points 
as at the centers. Now, however, the con- 
ditions will doubtless change to some extent, 
and deposits at Chicago banks will natural- 
ly begin to show an increase. Should the 
present active state of general trade be 
maintained, and no falling off follow in in- 
cGustrial and manufacturing lines, it is quite 
likely there will be need for at least a major 
portion of the funds thus accumulated,: It 
has been quite the proper thing during the 
week for banks to call loans made to the 
speculative contingent, in order that the 
wants of the strictly business class might 
be accommodated. The idea bas been to 
get funds into more conservative hands. 


Gold Coming This Way. | 

One of the more healthful signs is the im- 
portation of gold, which set in early in the 
week and has been steadily continued. The 
contributing countries afte mainly England 
and Australia, with some of the yellow metal 
coming from France. It is the first time in 
many months when the conditions of the 
money market and foreign exchange rates 


f have made importations of gold possiblé. 


The tendency will be to ease anything like 
strained conditions which might find their 
way into the money market. This condi- 


tion, however, is not expected to an extent 


where the larger financial interests are wor- 
rying. The most they expect is a firm and 
steady market, with possibly a littl@higher 
rates than have been ruling, and a continued 
steady demand for available funds. Chicago 
and the West generally is using an extraor- 
dinary amount of money for crop moving 
purposes, and it is expected the use of money 
in this direction will continue for some time 
to come. 

In a speculative way some of the east wind 
has been liberated from industrial bubbles, 
many of the shares of these concerns being 
on a lower level than for several weeks. 
There has not, however, been sucha general 
dfsposition to sell the entire list to any 
such extent as was noticed a week ago. 
It is considered a question if, in many in- 
stances, values are not even now higher than 
is justified by earning capacities. The iron 
and steel boom, as an example, is believed 
to have reached a point where values cannot, 
in the nature of things, go much higher 
without disastrous effect on many of the 


i industrial enterprises, such as building op- 


erations and car construction. In the lat- 
ter line an immense number of orders are 
out and unfinished, while railroads generally 
are complaining of a lack of rolling stock 
with which to handle the maree traffic of- 
fered. 

- A somewhat unfavorable bank statement 
Was expected the latter part of the week, 
and in this the financial interest was not 
altogether disappointed. Surplus reserves 
showed a decrease of $1,239,250, this item 
now standing at $1,724,450. Deposits de- 
creased $13,226,200, which, in turn, reduced 
the amount necessary to carry reserve 


$3,306,500. The loss in specie and legal ten- 


der was $4,545,800. Total deposits of New 
York banks are now $785,364,200. This is 
a decrease of $72,770,900 since Aug. 26, and 
of $123,640,600 since June 24. Deposits are 
smailer at the Eastern center than since the 
latter part of November of last year. 

With the Wholesalers. 

“Trade conditions among the wholesalers 
are generally in a flourishing state. Octo- 
ber prospects are bright for a continued in-

standing advanced prices the volume of 
trade is making enormous strides forward. 
The sugar war still keeps prices at bed- 
rock, and conditions continue most unsat- 
isfactory to jobbers and wholesalers. The

wise conditions are about the same as a week 
ago. The New York indepeadent sugar 
refiners have taken the lead lately in the 
fight against the trust. The stock of sugar 
in the country has increased in volume and 
the supply is 188,701 tons, against, 193,706 
tons this time last year. The visible supply 


of coffee in the United States is 1,262,188 


bags, against 1,029,158 bags a year ago. 
Flour advanced last week from 10c to 15c 
for principal grades. 

Reports from the wholesale dry goods 
trade are excellent. Market buying has 
been less of a factor among. local houses 
during the last week, and in the absence of 
the throng of buyers that has been in evi- 
dence for the last six weeks, mail orders 
have ¢ontributed a major part of the busi- 
ness.
